Courteous Reader, 

I Htre prefent thee with a. Comment upon the Pfalms, according to 
the Common Prayer-Book Tranflation ; which, ns many have 
been taught to vilify and calumniate, fo few have been inftructel 
how to under ft and : And it being by the Wifiom of the Church, thought 
fit to be made a Part of our Publick Devotion, it will not be an improper 
Task in one of my Profeffton, to give thee what information 1 am able 
towards the better underftanding the fubjetl Matter, the Scope and Tenour , 
and the manycafual Exprejftons in thefe facred Hymns , which may not be 
fo obvious to common Vnderflandings. 

Many of our Diffeming Brethren have very furioujly attacked this Tranf- 
lation, for feveral grofs Faults contained therein ; not that they hive 
really proved them to be fuch, but perhaps they have ibought them to be fo, 
becaufe they did not exailly agree with the lafl Travjlition , which, by 
the way, they have as much overvalued, as they have under-valued this. 
For as we mufl own there may be fame Paffages which are not fa 
exiiily done in this old Tranflation ; fo we may truly fay, if one had a 
Mind to be over-critical, one might, by way of gepri^al, Jbew as many 
in the New One, l mean of the Pfalms; for 1 hive only to do with 
That, For I do not take that Verfton to be the mofl exifl Performance 
in its Kind. For it carries, from the Beginning to the End, one grofa 
Fault, and that is a addition too nicely literal, which makes it Hebrew 
JVII, as in Englifh Words, and hardly to be underflood without 
a Paraphrafe. Nay, it almoft religioufly follows one of the worfl Ver- 
fions, that is, Arius Montanus'i Interlinear, who has only fpoil’i 
PagninV, by an affetted Precifenefs always to tranflate according to the 
firft and mofl common Senfe of the Hebrew Words. Another Fault the 
lafl Travflitors fell into, by not obferving the Rule which was given 
-them by the Ifing, viz. That the ordinary Bible, read in Englifh,

commonly called the Bijhops Bible, fhould be followed, and as little 
altered as the Original would permit. Now the Bilhops Bible 
fin the Pfilms efpecialiy) was little different from Coverdale'r- the 
Reviewers in Queen Elizabeth”) Time, when tbit Tranfhtion we* made^ 
not thinking it decent to go too f.ir from the Common-Prayer-Book 
Tranfhtion, by which great Offences and Exceptions might be createdt 
which they were fo prudent ms not to go about unneceffarily to fpirit up. 
But our lift Set of Tranfhtors feem’d refolved to alter, for pure Bite- 
niton fate, when no Manner of Occafion rrquned it, leaving out as much 
Englilh Phrafe, and bringing in ms much Hebrew, ms ever they could ; 
whether it were to recommend their SlcilJ in the Hebrew Critick, or 
whether they had any other Defign in View, I cannot tell. But to give 
the Reiter a Tafte of their Performance, and how much they have mended 
the old Transition : It muft be obferved, iff, That a great Number of 
the Alterations are only Changes of one fynonymoM Word for another, 
as Wicked for Ungodly Haften after other Gods, for run after 
( which, by the way, it much worfe ;) Too ftrong, for me, for too 
mighty for me; Righteoufnels for Righteous Dealing: Pay my 
Vows for perform my Vows: Thy Rod and thy Staff they com¬ 
fort me, (which is hardly Englifh) for thy Rod and thy Staff com¬ 
fort me : Learn me, for teach me : Bleffed be the Lord, for praifed 
be the Lord, r flc. Now the greatefl Bulk of the Alterations are of 
tbit Kfnd. idly , They oftentimes make the plain Senfe of the old Tr inf¬ 
lation obfeure, by keeping to the Hebrew Phrafe, as Pfal. 564. For 
where the Senfe it plain and determinate in the old Tranfhtion, I have 
not dwelt with vain Perfons, it is made very uncertain in the New, I 
have not fat with vain Perfons: And fo again, what the old Transition 
expreffesplainly, Have Fellowlhip with the Deceitful, the New makes 
obfeure, by rendring Go in with the Diffemblers : And Jo again, for 
walk innocently, which it a good Tranfhtion and a proper Phrafe, they 
change for walk in my Integrity, which it farce either. 

The Lot is fallen to me in a fair Ground, it intelligible to an 
ordinary Reader, but, The Lines are fallen unto me in pleafant 
Places, it not to be underflood without a Comment. And indeed fo 
miny Particulars there are, in which our Common-Prayer-Book 


Tranfhtion does exceed the other, that Dr. Hammond, in his Comment, 
has been forced to tranjlate back again the New Tranfhtion into the 
Words of the Old, or very near it, in a hundred Places-, and I could, 
with Eafe, double the Number, upon juft Grounds. To which, if we add, 
that even in thofe Places in which the New Tranfhtion has the Ad¬ 
vantage of the Old, the Old Tr inflation is fupportei by the Authority 
of fame of the be ft Hebrew criticks, Munfter, Ca- 
* Holy David, ftalio, (Sc. (as a * Learned Gent leman has late- 
i nd ^is old lyfhewn-,) certainly this Verfon, which we ufe in 
our Se,v ' ce , mi y P“f s without Reprehevfm, if it 
j may not be allow’d to receive its Commendations, 
which in many Particulars I am fure it may j uftly put 
in its Plea for. And indeed the Clamours which have keen raifed agiinft 
it, have been chiefly owing to tie Indiftretion of the Authors of the

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New Verfton, who mneceffarily altered too much. For ever frace tbit 
Time mini of the the people hive took the Common-Prayer-Book 
Tranjutm to be only a Piece of old Popijh Trumpery, which even the 
Members of our own Church could not ju/iify, by their miking furh a 
World, of Emendations in it: Efteeming that only to be the pure Word, 
ef God, which came out of the Mint of the lift Tnnflitors. So much 
for the Vindication of the Old Trmflitm. 

And now l beg Leave to add a Word or two, of the Reafons which in 
duced me to the Pitblifhing this Paraphrafe upon it. And firfl I thought 
it would conduce to the Removal of the Prejudices which have been 
taken up againfi this Verfton, when it fhouli be feen by the Paraphrafe, 
that the I'affages of the old Verfton agreed an well or better with the 
Context, and the Tenor of the Pfalm, than the Alterations made in the 
Hew. Secondly, J was willing to let the Members of our own Churchy 
(efpecially thofe who attend upon the daily Service) into a better Vndtr- 
ftanding of thefe ficred Hymns, which in their publick Devotion they 
conftimly recite. For ’tit to be lamented, that many, who kyconftant 
reading of the Pfalms, have learned tnoft of them by Heart, yet they 
do not underjiand any thing, either of the Defignof each Pfalm, or the 
Connexion of one Verfe with the preceding or following, or of the Mean¬ 
ing of particular Expreffms, AUufions, &c. which are abfoluteiy necef- 
fi>y to a reaching of the true Meaning thereof. 

But it may be faid, why fhould l attempt a new Paraphrafe on the 
Pfalms, after fo great Names as Dr. Hammond and Bifhop Patrick ? 

/ anfwer, That thefe two Learned Men have laid out their Labours upon 
the New Tranflnion, which it not read in our Church ; and therefore l 
have confined my Comment to the Com mon-Prayer-Book Tranflnion, 
which every one is Obliged to take a Part in, in the Publick Service ; 
Upon which Account, I prefume my Work may be of more general Life. It 
would be a Vanity in me to fay, 1 have fupplied any of their Omifftons ; 
but 1 having had their Comments before me, and having applied fame Di¬ 
ligence of my own, I may, without Arrogance, fay, 'tis pofftble I have 
contributed fomething towards the Explication of thefe facred Hymns , 
which my Predeceffors, this Way, have not tcntched. And if I did not 
think fo, 1 would -not have troubled the World with what I here off er . 

If it be ask'd what I have done particular in this Paraphrafe ? I an. 
fwer, I have commented upon the Hebrew Text, comparing it with all 
the ancient and moft modern Interpreters and Annotators, and given the 
Senfe of the Pfalmift as nigh us J could penetrate into it, efpeeially fo 
at not to be contrary to our Verfton, which / always have not bad Re¬ 
gard to neither, when any Miftake was manifeft. I hive endeavoured 
to Jhew as much of the Beauties of the Poetry as could be expreffed in 
modern Language, and to fet out as much of the Grandour of the Afia- 
tick Metaphor, us our Weflern Way of Speaking will bear : Keeping al¬ 
ways to fuch a Plairmefs of Language, as may be underftood by ordinary 
Readers. I have compared our Old Trinflation with the Hebrew Text, 
and mark’d the Words which are put in for Explication, fo that every 
one may fee that we have as much Scripture here as other Tranflations pre¬ 
lend to ; and fume People need not to be fo terribly afraid, as they

grt taught to he, of reading / know not what for the Word of God. I lave 
otto pared the Text with two Editions of Coverdale’i Bible, the firfl of 
Us own, the fecond of Cranmer’j Edition. And have rebified two or 
three Faults wbiih were fonsething grofs j hiking the reft alone, either 
titty ether, or till another Edition. 

Tbofe that dcjire 10 reap Benefit bp thS 1 Poraphrafe, 1 mould advife 
Item every Elay to retd a Pfalm or two, (who have not Leifure u> redd 
the whole Morning and Evening Service, with the Parapbrafc,) reading 
wver the Argument or Title of the Pfalm firfl. I would have them read 
the Parapbrafe entire by it felf, which will befl acquaint them with the 
Tenour and Connexion of the Pfalm, and then Verfe for Verfe with the 
Pfalm, if they do not under/}and it before. This Method, by going over 
h twice or thrice, will give any Perfon of ordinary Capacity, fucb a fuffid 
aient Knowledge of the Sevfe of the Pfalms, that he need not more, tint 
kfi he has a Vffign to defend to fome critical Enquiries which are dif- 
futed, without any great Advantage, among Learned Men. Whatever 
Pains l have taken herein (which are three times more than I at firfl 
txpeBed) prey God blefs them all to thy Vfe. Farewell. 


The PSALTER or (a) PSALMS of 
DA FID, after the Tranfiation of the 
(b) Great Bible, (c) Pointed as they are to be 
Sung or Said in Churches. 

(a) Pfilms of David.] They are called the Pfalms of David, rlof becaufe they 
were all compofid by him, but becaufe molt of them were, they receiving their 
Denomination from the greater Part. Some were wrote before David's Time, as 
the XC Pfalm, by Mofes : Some after the Captivity, as CXXVI, CXXVII. 

(b) Great Bible.] This was called the Great Bible, becaule it was printed iri 3 . 
very bulky Volume, and publilhed by Authority in Henry VIIl’sTime; being af¬ 
terwards revifed under EdwardV\. The firll Eflay of trdnllating the Bible into 
Englljh, was made by WilliamTyndal, a good Scholar, and one of the firft Pro- 
teltants of Note in Henry the Vlllth’s Reign. He tranflated the New Telia- 
ment into Eiiglijh aboutthc Year IJ17. And afterthat the five Books of Mofes | 
writing Prefaces before each Book, wherein the Popilh Tenets Were expofed with 
no little Sharpnefs. This im aged the Popilh Clergy againlt him, that there was 
no longer (laying for him in England ; and therefore he was refolVed to fiflifja 
hi3 Work beyond Sea; and being allilfcd by Miles CoVerdale, who Compared 
TyssW’sTranfiations with the Hebrew, they with joynt Labours finifhed the 
firll Tranfiation of the whole Bible, printed at Hamborough, iy 32.. But before 
the Book was publifhed, Tyndal was apprehended in Flanders, upon an Accufation 
of Herefie, and therefore was aferibed to the feigned Name of Thomas Matthews. 
Hence this Edition got the Name of Matthew’s Bible. There being fome Mar¬ 
ginal Marks in this Bible, which referred to fome Notes afterwards to be pub¬ 
lilhed upon fuch Places as made againll Popilh Errors, made many of the Cler¬ 
gy take great Exceptions againll this Bible likewife. 

Therefore, at the Defire of the Lord Cromwel, Vicar-General of the King, 
Coverdale reviews Tyndal' s Tranfiation again, examining it by the bell Hebrew 
Copies^ It was firll printed at Paris in 1 £40; but many of the Copies being 
burnt tor heretical Books, it was reprinted at London in 1744, and was called 
The Bible of the larger Volume, or, The Great Bible. To this Bible was prefixed 
an excellent Preface of Archbilhop Cramner. It was countenanced by a Procla¬ 
mation of the King, commanding it to be fixed up (o, as to be read by the Peo¬ 
ple in all Churches, with a Penalty of Forty Shillings a Month upon every Pa- 
rifil which did not procure one. 

This Bible was again revifed at the beginning of King Edward’s Reign, ia 
9 at the Direflion of Archbilhop Cranmcr: Another Edition whereof was 
publifhed in lyyi. Thefc three Editions of the Englilh Bible are rhofe which 
are called The Great Bible, and by others Cover dale’s Bible. 

There was another Tranflation, or at lead a Revifion of the Bible, in Queen 
Elizabeth's Time, but this was called The B/lhops Bible ; becaufe the Queen, bf 
her Lerters Patents, had impowered feverai Bilhopsto review it. 

The lad Tranfiation was made in the Fifth Year of King James I, ttfo?, by 
Forty-fcven eminent Divines of that Time, appointed for that Purpole by the 
King ; there being fome Faults found in the hijbops Bible, by the Managers of 
the Conference at Hampton-Court. 

Now the Pfalms annexed to the Cbmmon-Prayer-Book, ire not taken out of 
either ot thefc two lad Tranfiations, but out of the Great Bible t tan dared by 
Tyndal and Coverdale, and reviled by Archbilhop Cranmer : for when the Com¬ 
mon Piayer was compiled in neither of thefe two lad Tranfiations were

The Tranflation is very plain and c.ific, and fitter lor Devotion than any one 
extant, by reafon that the Hebraifms arc not fo touch retained as in the 
others : And notwitlillanding (ome Herfons Objections, rt is mglier the Origi¬ 
nal than thole, who have not examined it, may imagine. For as Ctverdale 
was a good Oricntalift himfclf, lb he had not much fewer Advantages to alfilt 
him in this Work, than thofe who tallowed him. He had the Hebrew Text 
of the Vfaints, with St. 'fermn's Tranflation thereof, called Hcbraica Feritas, 
pu'olifheq in Erafmus's Edition of St. frrom's Works, which I obferve this 
Tranflation for the mod part to follow. Bcftdes, Pagnid't loterlincary Verfion 
was extant before the Great Bible was printed ; for ~4rias Momohus (peaks of 
three Editions of that Tranflation before rhar pnblifhcd by him; and I find 
that Prrgn/n died that very Year the Greek Bible was publilhed, viz. IJ4.1 : 
Wne Edition whereof I am certain was extant before this Tranflation was made, 
it being printed at Lions 1J27. Thcfe Ti anflators had likcwife before them 
the Verfion of Munjicr which was publidied at Bafil iy3+, which in many 
Places they follow. 

(c) Pointed as they are to be Sung . ] The Cuflom of Chanting the Pfaltns is 
very ancient; Socrates relates, that'it was taught fir It to the Church of Epbcfus 
by Sr. Ignatius, being revealed to him by a Vifion of Angels whom he heard 
Chanting a Vcrfe Anthem, Socr. lib. 6. cap. 8. It is moll probable that it was 
an Apotfolical Pradtice derived from the Jews, who ufed to chant the P [aims in 
their Synagogues. Certain it is, there was no Age of the Church, wherein 
this Cuftom did not p evaik The Common Tunes,which areat this Day in Ule, 
vre faid to be compolcd, or at lead fettled, by Gregory the Great. The Points 
which are here fpoken of, arc the two Pricks [ : ] which are always let down 
to wards the Middle of the Vcrfe, to denote a Stop or Panic in the Mulick 
there,

Out 
Doflors explained the Signification of this Pfalm ot King Me Hi as; but that we 
may better anfwer the Minnim (i. e the Heretical Chriftiaris ) it is better to 
interpret it of David. And it jhould J'erm moji probable, that the former part 
is to be widcrflood cf David, and the latter part of Chrifl, which prophetical 
Exatrfion is common in Sciiprure.

The Hebrew Title to this Pfalm is. To the chief Mufieian, Mafchil, for the Son! 
of Corah. The Chaldee Paraphrafe and r&e-Septuagint interpret, Mafchil, A 
Pfalm of Undcrltanding. From this Infcription may he learnt, that the Ma¬ 
iler of the Muftck was to order the Tunc which he was to fet to this Pfalm, that 
it might he accommodated to the Voice of the Coritcs, the particular Way of 
Singing ufed by them. Far the Children of Corah were not defray'd, tho' his 
Mhcrents were. Numb. ij. 11. and their Pojierity were afterwards made 
Singers in the Temple, 1 Chron. 26. 7. 2 Chron,2o. 19. Tho' tins Pfalm does 
not hear the Name of David, it was probably compofed by him-, for the LX.Y do, 
txpnjly attribute it to him. The Occafton of the Writing it was, his being ab- 
f nt from the publick Service of the Temple, which he was debarred of, during 
his Exile in the Rebellion of Abfalom.

This Pfalm has no othsp Title but only A Hallelujah : Some have thought it to be 
compofed in theCaptivity■ Our Englijh Paraphrajls, Dr. Hammond and Bifhop 
Patrick, think it one of David'r Pfaltns, and that it is One of thofe Pfalms 
which David delivered into the Hands of Afaph and his Brethren, l Chron. 1 6. 
7. However, it Ihould feem to have been ufed as a Form of Prayer during the 
Captivity , when the Jews under that great yJffliclion, thought fit to acknow¬ 
ledge their many national Sins, which had brought down thofe heavy Judgments 
of God among them, rind the lajl P'erfe but one. Save us, O Lord onr God, 
and gather us from among the Heathen, tfre. was probably added in that 
Time, if it was not compofed then. 

Give thanks unto the Lord, for he is gracious: and his Mercy 
endureth for ever. 

2. Who can exprefs the noble a£ls of the Lord : or ihew forth 
all his Praife. 

5. Bleffed are they that alway keep Judgment: and do Righte- 
oufnefs. 

4. Remember me, O Lord, according to the favour that thou 
heareft unto thy People : O vifit me with thy Salvation. 

5. That 1 may fee the felicity of thy Chofen: and rejoyce in the 
gladnefs of thy People, and give Thanks with thine Inheritance. 

6 . We hav£ finned with our Fathers: we have done amifs, 
and dealt wickedly. 

7. Our Fathers regarded not thy Wonders in Egypt, neither 
kept they thy great Goodnefs in remembrance : but were difobe- 
dient at the Sea, even at the Red Sea.

O AII ye jewiih People, pay your un¬ 
signed Thanks to the great God, 
for all the great Series of his Mercies, 
which for leveral Ages he has been 
plealed to continue to our Nation, not- 
wuhllanding our manifold Provoca¬ 
tions whereby we have offended him.

14. not 
relying upon God's wife Providence, 
hut only upon the ordinary Tendency 
of fccond Caufes. 

14. They had no Regard to God’s 
Goodnefs and Promifts, but wete only 
guided i y their ownheadftrong Paflion, 
and unriafonable Fancies ; demanding 
of God more of thofe unneceflary Mi¬ 
racles, to gratifie their Curiofities. 

1 s- And in this God was pleafcd to 
comply with their Defies, but withal 
fo feverely punifhed them, that their

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i<?. They made a Calf in Horeb : and worfliipped the molten 
Image. 

20. Thus they turned their Glory: into the fimilitude of 3 
Calf that eateth Hay. 

21. And they forgat God their Saviour: who had done fo great 
things in Egypt; 

22. Wondrous works in the Land of Ham: and fearful things 
by the Red Sea. 

23. So he faid, he would have deflroyed them, had not Mofea 
his Chofen flood before him in the gap: to turn away his wrath* 
ful Indignation, left he Ihould deftroy them. 

24. Yea, they thought Icorn of that pleafant Land : and gave fid 
credence unto his Word.

This Tfntm is generally thought to be compofcd by David ; and if fo , it muft be 
feme Time of his Life when he was pretty much at lei fire, to write fo long , and fa 
operofe a Compofition. For this Pfalm confifts of 22 Oclofticks , or Staves of eight 
Vcrfes, beginning with the fir ft Letter of the Hebrew Alphabet , and ending at 
the /aft.. All the Verfesof each [ingle Stave begin with the fame Letter front 
whence it is denominated. So that the firft eight Herfes begin with Aleph A, the 
next with Beth B, Gimel G, dye. It is further remarkable , that in every one of 
thefe Verfes y the Numbe)' of which amounts to 176, thei's is fome Word or other 
Which fignifies the Law of God, excepting only the fecond Verfe of Ain, or Feci 
Judicium & Juftitiam. There are ten Words which areufed to this Purpofe, pro- 
wfctioufly , in this Compofition. 1. Torah, or Law ; 7 . Derek, or Way ; 3. Gne- 
duth, Teftimony ; 4. Pekudim, Commandments ; $. Mitzevoth , Precepts; 6 . 1 m- 
ra. Wordy 7. Mifhphatim .Judgments-, 8. Zedck, Right eoufnefs ; 9- Chukkim, 
Statutes * 10. Emunah, Truth. The Pfalm contains a Humber of very excellent 
pious Reflexions and Rules, without any great connexion or dependence on each 
other ; which was the Reafon probably they wwe wrote in this Acroftical Me¬ 
thod, that the initial Letters might be a Help to the Memory of thofe, who were 
to learn it in the Original.
